Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Crimean Vacation Part 1: Koktebel is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature depicting Ukrainian boys who are often nude or partially 
nude, with a persistent focus on the boys' bodies. It also contains trailers that focus on 
boys' sexuality, including some trailers with clips depicting sexual conduct between boys 
and adults taken from narrative features. The DVD at least tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of boys for sexual purposes and strongly exploits their nudity. An 
Auckland-based distributor was making the DVD available to the public via a website. It 
was submitted to the Office of Film and Literature Classification under section 13(1) (b) by 
the Secretary for Internal Affairs. 
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The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set out 
in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, 
however, with Parliament's intention that publications falling under section 3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. 
The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that 
tend to promote and support the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual 
purposes or which strongly exploit the nudity of children. 
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
